And the Perſon thus elected ſhall enter into that

ſhall with the Elected a good Morning, acquaint- 
ing him, that it is a convenient Time to riſe; 
whereupon the Eſquires Governors taking him 
by the Arm, the moſt antient of theſe Knights 
ſhall preſent to him his Shirt, the next his 
Breeches, the third his Doublet, another the Sur- 

; cort of red Tartarin, lined and edged with white 
Sarcenet; two others ſhall take him out of his 
Bed; two others ſhall put on his Boots, in Token 
of the Beginning of his Warfare; another ſhall gird 
him with his white Girdle without any Orna- 
ment ; another ſhall comb his Head; another 
ſhall deliver him his Coif, or Bonnet; and, laſtly, 
another ſhall put upon him the Mantle of this 
Order, 
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Order, being of the ſame Silk and Colour of 
the Surcoat, lined and edged in like Manner, 
which ſhall be tied, and made faſt about the 
Neck with a Lace of white Silk, having a Pair 
of white Gloves hanging at the End thereof; 
and on the Left Shoulder of the ſaid Mantle 
ſhall be the Enſign of this Order; that is, 
Three Imperial Crowns Or, ſurrounded with the 
Motto of the Order upon a Circle Gules, with 
a Glory or Rays iſſuing from the Center; 
and on the ſame Shoulder of the ſaid Mantle, the 
Lace of white Silk antiently worn by the ſaid 
Knights: The Elected being thus habited, in caſe 
there ſhall be a Cavalcade, it is to be performed ac- 
cording to the Tenor of the antient Rituals; 
otherwiſe a Proceſſion ſhall be made on Foot to the 
Preſence of the Sovereign, or to the Place where 
the Great Maſter ſhall appoint, in the following 
Manner; that is, The Minſtrels ſhall play on their 
ſeveral Inſtruments; the Eſquires of the Sovereign's 
Houſehold ſhall follow them; then the Meſſenger 
of the Order, and after him the Eſquires of the 
Order, being appareled in. Surcoats of white Silk, 
lined and edged with red, having Hoods of the 


ſame 
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ſame thereto affixed, and on the Right Shoulder of 
their Surcoats, the plain Eſcutcheon of the Order, 
Azure, Three Imperial Crowns Or : Next a young 
Eſquire, a Gentleman of Blood, and Coat-Arms, 
in the like Surcoat, who being uncovered ſhall carry 
the Sword of the Elected, by the Point, in a Scab- 
bard of white Leather, the Pommel and Croſs-Bar 
Hilts being gilded, and his Belt without any Embel- 
liſhments ; at the Croſs Hilts of the Sword ſhall 
hang the Spurs, with white Leathers: And then 
ſhall follow the Elected himſelf, ſupported between 
his two Eſquires Governors, who being introduced 
with due Reverence to the Preſence of the Sove- 
reign, or Great Maſter, the King of Arms of this 
Order there attending, ſhall take the Spurs, and 
deliver them, with the moſt humble and ſedulous 
Expreſſions of Duty, to the Sovereign, or in his 
Abſence to the Great Maſter, who ſhall command 
the eldeſt Knight, or moſt noble Perſon there pre- 
ſent, to put one Spur upon the Right Heel of the 
Elected; which Office he is to perform by kneel- 
ing down upon one of his Knees, and putting the 
Right Leg of the Elected upon his other Knee; and 
having faſtened the Spur, and the other Spur being 
D in 
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in like Manner put upon his Left Heel by another 
Knight, or by ſome other noble Perſon, in like 


Manner; the Sovereign, or Great Maſter, after he 


hath received the Sword from the ſaid King of 
Arms, ſhall buckle it over the Body of the Elected, 
and then ſhall give him the Accollade, or Dubbing, 
and kiſs him ; and then ſhall put the Red Ribbon, 
having the Golden Badge of this Order thereto af- 
fixed, over the Head of the Knight, in ſuch Man- 
ner as the Badge may hang on his Left Side. 


E1GHTHLY, - Theſe Ceremonies being per- 
formed, or elſe a Diſpenſation granted for the Non- 
obſervance of them, or of any Part of them, (which 

Diſpenſation it ſhall always be in the Power of the 
| Sovereign,.or Great Maſter, to grant under the Seal 
of the Order) All the Perſons named in the Fifth 
Article of theſe Statutes ſhall reſpectively be In- 
ſtalled in the Chapel of King Henry VII. in the 
following Manner; that is to ſay, Every one of 
them appearing in the Chapter-Room, wearing his 


Mantle, Ribbon, Surcoat, Sword, and having his 


Spurs on, there ſhall be a Proceſſion made from 
thence to the ſaid Chapel; in which Proceſſion 
: all 
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all the menial Servants in the Sovereign's Houſe- 
hold, who by Grant or Preſcription can claim 
Fees upon the Creation of any Knights of the 
Bath, ſhall be ranged, two and two, according to 
their regular Precedencies ; then the Meſſenger of 
the Order; then the young Eſquires in their Sur- 
coats, two and two, thoſe of the junior Knights 
going foremoft ; then the Eſquires Governors in 
their Surcoats, four in Breaſt, in like Manner: But 
in caſe the young Eſquire, or Eſquires Governors 


of the Knights in the oppoſite Stalls, or either of 


them, be abſent, then the young Eſquire, or Eſ- 
quires Governors preſent, ſhall go by him or 
themſelves: After them the Prebendaries of the 
Church of Weſtminſter, in their Mantles, two and 
two, the Juniors going firſt, being followed by the 
Purſuivants, Heralds, and Provincial Kings of Arms 
in their Tabarts ; and then the Knights, that are 
to be Companions, in the full Robes of the Order 
above recited, each of them carrying in his Hand 
a white Hat, adorned with a ſtanding Plume of 
white Feathers, proceeding with his Fellow in the 
oppoſite Stall; but if ſuch Fellow ſhall be abſent, 
the Knight preſent to go ſeparate by himſelf, he 
D 2 or 
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or they who are to be placed in the loweſt Stalls 
ſtill going foremoſt, being followed by the Regiſter 
of the Order, having the Secretary of the Or- 
der on his Right, and the Gentleman-Uſher on his 
Left Hand : Then Our Garter Principal King of 
Arms, inveſted with his Tabart, Collar, and Eſ- 
cutcheon only, having on his Right Hand the 
Genealogiſt of this Order in his Habit, and 
with the Enſigns of this Order, and on his Left 
Bath King of Arms, in his proper Robe, 'and with 
his Badge ; then the Dean of this Order in his 


Mantle, and with his Cognizance, carrying in his 


Hand the Oath and Admonition, fairly written 
on Vellum, being. followed by the Great Maſter 
alone; and after him ſhall go Our Dear En- 
tirely-beloved Grandſon Prince Witham, both of 
them with all the Habits and Enſigns of the 
Order, and covered with their white Hats ; and, 
laſtly, this Proceſſion ſhall terminate in the Perſon 
of the Sovereign, if he ſhould be preſent, attended 
with his neceſſary Retinue, having the Sword of 
State carried before him, and his Train ſupported : 
And this Form is enjoined to be the conſtant Me- 
thod of Procedure upon all future Inſtallations in- 


to 
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to this Order; excepting only, that in all ſubſe- 
quent ones, the Knights, who have been actually 
inſtalled, ſhall proceed covered with their white 
Hats; and that the Eſquires of the Companions 
deceaſed ſhall be placed according to the Directions 
inſerted in the Tenth Article. Theſe Knights, be- 
ing all entered into the Chapel, ſhall ſtand before 
their ſeveral Stalls, till the Sovereign (if preſent) 
hath ſeated himſelf; then the Prince of the Blood ; 
then the Great Maſter; and afterwards every Knight, 
either ſingle, or at the ſame time with his Fellow, 
according to the Height of their Stalls: And ha- 
ving thus taken their reſpective Stalls, the Dean 
of the Order ſhall repair to his Chair, placed at 
the Foot of the Sovereign's Stall, and Garter, and 
the Genealogiſt, Bath King of Arms, the Regi- 
ſter, Secretary, and Gentleman-Uſher, to their 
Benches or Forms before it: The Eſquires Gover- 
nors ſhall retire to their Seats under the Stalls of 
the Knights whom they ſeverally attend, and the 
young Eſquires ſtanding before them: The Pre- 
bendaries ſhall place themſelves on Benches ſet on 
the Right and Left Side of the Tomb of King 
Henry VII. The menial Servants of the Sove- 

reign's 
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reign's Houſehold (entitled to Fees as aforeſaid) be- 
fore the young Eſquires, nearer to the Middle of 
the Chapel, ſtanding according to their ſeveral 
Precedencies; the Officers of Arms in the ſame 
Range, but nearer to the uppermoſt Stalls on each 
Side: Then Bath King of Arms, and the Gen- 
tleman-Uſher, ſhall ariſe from their Seats, being 
followed by the Dean of this Order, and proceed 
towards the Stall of the Great Maſter, who then 
.deſcending ſhall enter into that of the Knight, 
which ſhall be the higheſt next his own, and ſhall 
deliver unto ſuch Knight the Tranſcript of theſe 
Statutes, to whom the Dean ſhall adminiſter the 
following Oath, Bath King of Arms holding the 
Book of the Goſpels. 


YOU fhall honour God above all Things; You ſhall 
be fleadfaft in the Faith of Chriſt; You ſhall love the 
King your Sovereign Lord, and him and his Right 


| defend to your Power; You ſhall defend Maidens, 


Widows, and Orphans, in their Rights; and ſhall 
ſuffer no Extortion, as far as you may prevent it; 
and of as great Honour be this Order unto you, as 
ever it was to any of your Progenttors, or others. 


AND 


; 
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Ap then the Great Maſter ſhall put the Collar 
about his Neck, and ſhall ſeat him in his Stall, 
with all proper Signs of Reſpect; and then the 
Great Maſter ſhall reſort unto the next Stall, and 
ſo ſucceſſively throughout the whole Stalls, per- 
forming the like Ceremonies to every Knight re- 
ſpectively; which Ceremonies being finiſhed, and 
the Great Maſter reſeated in his Stall, the Dean ſhall 
goto the Altar, and Bath King of Arms and the 
Gentleman-Uſher being returned to their Bench, 
Divine Service ſhall be celebrated according to the 
Rubric of the Liturgy; and at the Offering, the 


Sovereign (if preſent) ſhall, attended by Garter, 


Bath, and the Gentleman-Uſher, and aſſiſted by 


the Great Maſter, make his Oblation; then the 
Prince of the Blood; then the Great Maſter, at- 
tended by Bath and the Gentleman-Uſher ; and 
afterwards all the Reſidue of the Companions, with 
their reſpective Fellows if preſent, otherwiſe ſingle : 


Thoſe in the higheſt Stalls ſhall offer firſt, being at- 


tended ſeverally by two Provincial Kings, or He- 


ralds of Arms. Divine Service being concluded, 


every Companion inſtalled ſhall be conducted by 


Bath King of Arms, and the Gentleman-Uſher, to 
the. 
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the Rails of the Altar, where having unſheathed 
his Sword, he ſhall offer it naked with great Devo- 
tion; and the Dea nſhall reſtore ſuch Sword, with 
the following Admonition. 


BY the Oath you have this Day taken, I exhort 
and admoniſb you to uſe this Sword to the Glory of 
God, the Defence of the Goſpel, the Maintenance of 
your Sovereign's Right and Honour, and of all Equity 
and Fuſtice, to the utmoſt of your Power So help 
you God. 


A Proceſſion ſhall then be had by the Compa- 
nions, in theſe their full Habits, to the Chapter- 
Room; and the Sovereign's Maſter-Cook, ſtanding 
at the Outſide of the Door of the Church of We/2- 
minſter, with a Linen A pron, and a Chopping- 

Knife in his Hand, ſhall ſay to each Companion 
Inſtalled, Sir, You know what great Oath you have 
taken; which if you keep, it will be great Honour to 
you; but if you break it, I ſhall be compelled by my 
Office to hack off your Spurs from your Heels. 


THE 
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Tun Companions, being thus returned to the 
Prince's Chamber, are hereby authoriſed to hold a 
Chapter, and to determine whatever ſhall be judged 
proper for preſerving the Dignity of the Order, 
within theſe Rules; and then, diveſting themſelves 


of their Robes, may depart : And it ſhall be at the 


Diſcretion and Pleaſure of every Companion, whe- 
ther he will afterwards apparel himſelf in Blue 
Veſtments, wearing the Lace of White Silk on 
his Left Shoulder, according to the antient Formu- 
laries ; and whether he will wear ſuch Lace on his 
Mantle at future Inſtallations. 


NinTHLY, When any of the Stalls ſhall be- 
come void, the Great Maſter, with all conve- 
nient Speed, ſhall fignify the Vacancy to the So- 
vereign; and, having received the Sovereign's 
Election or Nomination of the Perſon to fill it, 
ſhall forthwith ſignify the ſaid Election to the Per- 
fon ſo nominated, and ſhall then cauſe the Com- 
panions to be ſummoned, by Letters, to appear in 
the Prince's Chamber at a Time therein to be ſpe- 
cified ; when, and to which Place, they are ſtrictly 
required to repair {unleſs they have firſt obtained 

E a Diſ- 
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a Diſpenſation, or ſhall be excuſed for a reaſonable 
Cauſe): And then, being habited in their Mantles, 
Surcoats, and Enfigns, and their Officers attend- 
ing in their proper Robes, and with their Badges, 
a Proceſſion ſhall be made into the Chapel of King 
Henry the Seventh; where the Companions being 
ſeated in their Stalls, two of them, who ſhall be in 
the higheſt Stalls, next to that of the Great Ma- 
ſter, ſhall offer the Sword of the Companion de- 
ceaſed, which ſhall be received, and depoſited upon 
the Side of the Altar, by the Dean; and the Com- 
panions being returned unto the Chapter-Room, the 
Great Maſter ſhall there ſignify to them the Sove- 
reign's Nomination of the Perſon elected; who 
being in Attendance, by Virtue of a Letter from the 
Great Maſter, ſhall be introduced into the Chapter- 
Room by Bath King of Arms, and the Gentle- 
man-Uſher, that he may acknowledge the Accept- 
ance of the Order ; and the Compliments of the 
Society being made to him, upon his receiving 
this diſtinguiſhing Mark of Honour; and the Times 
being appointed for his Creation to this Knight- 
hood, as alſo for his Inſtallation, the ſame ſhall be 
diſtinctly performed according to the Rules above 


recited, 
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recited, without any Alterations or additional Cir- 
cumſtances, beſides thoſe which the Neceſſities 
of the Occaſions may abſolutely require: Provided 
always, that in caſe any Perſon nominated by Us, 
or Our Succeſſors, do not perform the Conditions 
required, within Six Months after his Election, 
and that he have not Certificates thereof from the 
Great Maſter, then the ſaid Election to be void; 
and the Notice of ſuch his Omiſſion being given 


to the Sovereign by the Great Maſter, another Per- 


ſon ſhall be nominated to fill that Vacancy; to 
the end, an uninterrupted Succeſſion may be always 
regularly continued. 


 TENTHLY, That every Year, on the Twentieth 
Day of October, or if that ſhall happen upon a 
Sunday, on the next Day, there ſhall be a Conven- 
tion of all the Companions, to celebrate the An- 
niverſary of Our Coronation ; who are hereby re- 
quired, without any other Summons, to meet in 
their Chapter-Room, inveſted with their proper Ha- 
bits and Enſigns, with the Officers of this Order, 
their Eſquires, the Prebendaries of Weſtminſter, all 
of them in their reſpective Robes; and from thence 
E 2 1 
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they ſhall make a Proceſſion to the Chapel of 
King Henry VII. and there hear Divine Service, 
and make. their Offerings, and from thence re- 
turn to the Chapter-Room : But in cafe any Com- 
panion deceaſed ſhall leave either or both of his 
Eſquires Governors ſurviving, fach Eſquire, or 
Efquires, ſhall proceed in Breaſt on the Left Hand 
of the Eſquire or Eſquires of the Knight who 
at that Time {hall be in Poſſeſſion, or be entitled to 
be placed in the Stall wherein the deceaſed Com- 
panion was ſeated; and the ſame Method ſhall be 
obſerved with regard to the young Eſquires who ſhall 
ſurvive the Companions to whom they officiated. 


ELEVENTHLY, That at all future Coronations, 
and other Solemnities, wherein Knights of the Bath 
have been heretofore uſually created, all the Com- 
panions of this Moſt Honourable Order, for the 
Time being, who, by reaſon of the Honours and 
Offices then enjoyed by them, may not be entitled 
to an higher Degree of Precedency, ſhall enjoy the 
Precedencies, and all other Privileges whatever, 


which have been heretofore allowed to any Knight 


of 
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of the Bath by antient Laws, Uſages, and Cuſtoms 
of this Realm, not only during the Preparation 
for ſuch Solemnities, but while they are in Perform. 
ance, and likewiſe at all other Times and Sea» 
ſons: And that the Wives of theſe Companions, 
and their Relicts during their Widowhoods, with 
their Children, ſhall enjoy their antient Pre-emi- 
nencies, and all other Rights, in as ample Man- 
ner as they were enjoyed under the Reigns of any 
of Our Predeceſſors. 


TwELFTHLY, That every Companion, after his 
Inſtallation, ſhall conſtantly wear the Badge, Cog- 
nizance, or Enſign, of this Order, being Three 
Imperial Crowns Or, which ſhall be placed within 
the antient Motto of the Order, Tria Juncta in Luo; 
which Badge fhall be pendent to a Red Ribbon, 
placed obliquely over the Right Shoulder to the Left 
Side; and each of them fhall likewiſe wear the Enſign 
of this Order (deſcribed in the Seventh Article) em- 
broidered upon the Left Side of his upper Veſt- 
ment, with Rays of Silver, or Glory, iſſuing from 
the Centre: And before the Inſtallation of every 
Knight into this Order, there ſhall be fixed to the 
Back 
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Back of his Stall an Eſcutcheon of his Arms 
enamelled, within a Circle Gules, having thereon 
the Motto of the Order in Letters of Gold, under 
which the Name and Title of the Companion, 
with the Time of his Inſtallation, ſhall be inſcribed; 
and every Companion may, if he think proper, 
bear his Arms in this Manner on his Seal, and 
upon his Furniture, at all Times, and upon all 
Occaſions whatever; . and a Banner of his Arms ſhall 
be placed over his Stall. 


- THIRTEENTHLY, We do hereby declare it to 
be Our Royal Will and Pleaſure, That all Robes and 
Materials whatſoever, which in the Reigns of 
our Predeceſſors, according to antient Cuſtoms, 
have been provided by any Servants of the Sove- 
reign, by reaſon of their different Offices, ſhall 
be iſſued and delivered upon the Warrants of the 
Great Maſter for theſe Purpoſes, towards the Crea- 
tion of the Perſons hereby elected, and for all 
other ſuch Perſons as ſhall hereafter be nominated 
by Us, or by. Our Succeſſors, Kings of this Realm, 
to ſupply ſuch Vacancies as may happen in this 
Order. | 


FouR- 
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FovuRTEENTHLY, That there may be no Miſtake 
in the Method wherein the Perſons elected by Us 
ſhall be ranged in the Stalls, We have thought pro- 
per to inſert a Scheme of them.

THAT 
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THAT is, the Stall oppoſite to that of the 
Sovereign ſhall be the next to it in Precedency, 
and ſo alternately from the Sovereign's Side to that 
on the Prince's Side, throughout the whole Courſe: 
And for the future, when any Vacancy ſhall hap- 
pen; the Perſon nominated to ſupply it, whether 
Duke, Marqueſs, Earl, Viſcount, or Baron, or 
one under the Degree of Nobility, ſhall conſtantly 
be placed in the loweſt Stall; in which Caſe all 


the Companions in the Stalls lower to that, inclu- 


ſive, wherein the Knight deceaſed was placed, ſhall 
be gradually promoted to the next ſuperior Stall, 
and their Plates ſhall be removed accordingly : But 
whenever any Prince or Princes of the Blood 
Royal ſhall be elected into this Fraternity, He or 
They ſo elected ſhall be ſeated in the Stalls next to 
that of the Sovereign; and if there ſhould be no 
Vacancy in ſuch Stall or Stalls, then the Plates 
of the other Companions, in that Caſe, are to be 
removed to lower Stalls: And each Companion is to 
take Place, within all the Ceremonies of this 
Order, according to the Situation of his Stall, 


| and not according to the Grandeur of his Eſtate, 


Degree, or Office. 
FiF- 
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 FirTrzENTHLY, That the Coat-Armour of the 
Eſquires Governors, and young Eſquires, ſhall 
alſo be affixed to the Back of the Seats, under the 
Stalls of their reſpective Knights, in ſmall enamelled 
Eſcutcheons, with their Names, and the Names of 
the Knights whom they attended, with the reſpec- 
tive Dates of the Times when their Knights were 
inſtalled; which ſhall be removed in like Manner 
with the Plates of their reſpective Knights, to 
whom they performed Service: All which faid Eſ- 
quires ſhall, during the Terms of their ſeveral Lives, 


enjoy all Rights, Liberties, Privileges, Exemptions, 


and Advantages, which the Eſquires of the Sove- 
reign's Body, or the Gentlemen of the Privy Cham- 
ber, do lawfully enjoy, or are entitled unto by 
Virtue of any Grant, Preſcription, or Cuſtom, 
whatſoever: And the eldeſt Son. of every of theſe 
Eſquires ſhall have and uſe the Addition and Title 
of Eſquire, in all Acts, Proceedings, and Plead- 
ings: Provided, That all theſe Eſquires, to be en- 
titled to theſe Privileges, ſhall have Certificates of 


their Qualifications before their reſpective Admiſ- 


fions, and likewiſe an Exemplification of their 


actual performing their Daties upon the Creation.

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of any Knight or Knights of the Bath, atteſted 
by the Great Maſter, under the Seal of the 
Order. 


S1IXTEENTHLY, Whenever the Sovereign ſhall 
pleaſe to have a Chapter or Chapters to be held, 
the Great Maſter ſhall cauſe Letters of Summons to 
be ſent to all the Companions reſident within the 
Realm, to appear robed in their Mantles, and 
with their Badges, in the Prince's Chamber; where 
being ſeated according to the Courſe of their Stalls, 
and attended by the Officers of this Order, they 
ſhall deliberate, treat, determine, and conclude, all 
Matters which concern the Dignity, and Preſerva- 
tion -of the Intereſts, of this Order: And all ſuch 
Determinations and Reſolutions ſhall be forthwith 
preſented to the Sovereign for his Royal Approba- 
tion, and, if the Sovereign ſhall not fignify his 
Diſallowance thereof, and the fame ſhall not be 
contrary to theſe Statutes, ſhall be Rules and Ordi- 
nances, and be from thenceforth taken to be Part 
and Parcel of the Statutes of this Moſt Honour- 
able Order; and ſuch Puniſhments ſhall be inflicted 
on the Companions who ſhall then be abſent 


without 


without lawful Excuſes, or Diſpenſations obtained, 
and alſo upon ſuch Companions as ſhall tr:nſgreſs 
againſt any Article or Articles of theſe Statutes, 
or againſt ſuch Rules as ſhall be made in any 
Chapters to be held under the Reſtriftion afore- 
ſaid, as to the Majority of the Companions pre- 
ſent ſhall ſeem juſt and expedient. 


SEVENTEENTHLY, Whereas the Prebenda- 
ries of the Church of Meſtminſter will be obliged 
to attend in the Proceſſions of this Order, and to. 
aſſiſt in celebrating Divine Service, whenever it is 
conferred, They ſhall on all ſuch Occafions be ha- 
bited in white Mantles, lined with red, having on 
the Right Shoulder the Badge of the Order, in like 
Manner with the Eſquires Governors.

EORGE, by the Grace of God, King of 

Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Defender 
of the Faith, &c. and Sovereign of the Moſt Ho- 
nourable Military Order of the Bath, To all, to 
whom theſe Preſents ſhall come, Greeting. Whereas 


We are reſolved to advance the Honour and Splen- 
dour of the Moſt Honourable Military Order of the 
Bath, We by Virtue of our Royal Prerogative, and 
in Conſequence of the Power reſerved to Us in the 
Statutes, do hereby ordain and enjoin, That the fol- 
lowing Articles and Explanations are, and ſhall be 
always deemed to be, Part and Parcel of the 
Statutes to be perpetually obſerved. 


FIRST, Whereas, in caſe a War ſhould happen in 
Europe, We are determined that this Realm ſhould 
be in a Poſture of Defence againſt the Attempts of 
Our Enemies, We do hereby declare, ordain, create, 
conſtitute, and eſtabliſh, That always, from hence- 
forth, every Companion of the ſaid Moſt Honour- 
able Military Order of the Bath, in caſe of any 

Danger 
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Danger of Invaſion from Foreign Enemies, or a Re- 
bellion at Home, whenever they ſhall be ſummoned 
by the Great Mafter, under the Seal of the Order, 
in the Sovereign's Name, ſhall maintain, at his own 
proper Coſt and Charge, Four Men at Arms, and 
the Great Maſter ſhall maintain Four Trumpeters, 
for any Number of Days the Sovereign ſhall think 
proper, not exceeding Forty two Days in any 
one Year; and ſhall allow to each Man at Arms 
Two Shillings a Day, for himſelf and Horſe, during 
the ſaid Term of F orty two Days; after which 
Term of Forty two Days, if the faid Men at Arms 
ſhall be continued in Service, they, and their Of- 
ficers, ſhall be paid in the fame Manner as all 
other the Horfe of Our Armies of Great Britain 
are paid. 


SECONDLY, That the ſaid Men at Arms ſhall 
ferve within any Part of the Realm, which the 


Sovercigu ſhall think proper, but not out of Great 


Briaim, 


K THIRDLY, 
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THIRDLY, That the Great Maſter of Our ſaid 
Order is, and always ſhall be, Captain and Com- 
mander in Chief of the ſaid Men at Arms. 


FouRTHLY, That the Great Maſter of Our ſaid 
Order ſhall always appoint, under the Seal of the 
Order, the following Officers, to lead and command 
the ſaid Men at Arms: That is, One Captain-Lieu- 
tenant, who ſhall receive the Daily Pay of Eight 
of the ſaid Men at Arms; One Lieutenant, who 
ſhall receive the Daily Pay of Seven of the ſaid 
Men at Arms ; One Sub-Lieutenant, who ſhall re- 
ceive the Daily Pay of Six of the ſaid Men at 


Arms; One Enſign, who ſhall receive the Daily 


Pay of Four of the ſaid Men at Arms; One 
Guidon, who ſhall receive the Daily Pay of Four 
of the ſaid Men at Arms; and Three Quarter- 
Maſters, who ſhall receive, amongſt them all, the 
Daily Pay of Six of the ſaid Men at Arms: That 
Three of every Four of the ſaid Men at Arms, to 
be ſo paid by each of the ſaid Companions of the. 
Order, and the Four Trumpeters, to be paid by 
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the Great Maſter, ſhall be clothed in Scarlet Cloth 
Coats and Waiſtcoats, with Braſs Buttons, having 
the Arms of the Order embroidered upon their 
Right Sleeve; that they ſhall each of them have a 
Hat laced with Gold Lace, a blue Cloak, a good 
and able Horſe, with a Bit-Bridle, Saddle, Holſters, 
and Bucket, Cloak-Straps, Pectoral and Crupper, 
and a Houſing of blue Cloth, edged with Gold 
Lace, with the Arms of the Order embroidered in 
the Corners of the Houſing, and a Skin fixed to 
the Pommel of the Saddle to cover the Piſtols; the 
whole at the, fole Charge of the Companion who 
is to pay the ſaid Men at Arms. 


FirTHLY, That each of the ſaid Men at Arms 
ſhall be armed with a Carbine, a Caſe of Piſtols, a 
Broad Sword, an Iron Back and Breaſt, and an Iron 
Scull-Cap; and the Officers of the ſaid Men at 
Arms ſhall each of them be armed with a Caſe of 
Piſtols, a Broad Sword, an Iron Back and Breaſt, 
and an Iron Scull-Cap ; the whole at the Charge 
of the Sovereign of the Order: For which Purpoſe 
the Great Maſter of Our ſaid Order is to iſſue his 
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Warrant to the Officers of Our Ordnance to pro- 
vide the ſaid Arms. 


SIXTHLY, That from henceforth there ſhalt 
always be a Standard of the ſaid Order, which ſhall 
be borne by the ſaid Men at Arms; which Standard 
ſhall be of blue Silk, edged with a Gold Fringe, 
with the Arms of the Order embroidered on each 
Side of the ſaid Standard: For which Purpoſe 
the Great Maſter of Our faid Order is to iſſue his 
Warrant to the Great Maſter of Our Wardrobe to 
provide the ſaid Standard. 


SEVENTHLY, That whenever the Companions 
of the ſaid Order ſhall be ſummoned to furniſh the 
ſaid Men at Arms, the ſaid Companions ſhall agree 
upon and appoint a proper Perſon to be their Trea- 
ſurer for the Payment of the ſaid Men at Arms, 
and their Officers; and the Companions ſhall pay 
into the Hands of the ſaid Treaſurer the Forty two 
Days Pay for the Four Men at Arms to be pro- 
vided and paid by each Companion, for which the 
ſaid Treaſurer is to be accountable to the ſaid Com- 
panions. Eon THI Y. 
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__ Et16nTHLY, That in caſe, when any Perſon ſhall 
be admitted a Knight Companion of the ſaid Moſt 
Honourable Military Order of the Bath, the Great 
Maſter of Our ſaid Order ſhould, by Sickneſs, or 
otherwiſe, be prevented from officiating in Perſon 
for the Admiſſion of the ſaid Companion, then and 
in ſuch Caſe the ſaid Great Maſter ſhall have the 
Liberty of appointing, under the Seal of the 
Order, one of the Companions of the ſaid Order 
to act as his Deputy and in caſe the Great Maſter 


ſhall not appoint ſuch a Deputy, then ſhall the- 


eldeſt Companion of the Order preſent officiate as 
Great Maſter, nevertheleſs to be accountable to the 
Great Maſter for all Fees and Profits of the Order..
